Rogers, the Lowell hoy who lost his 
life when the Jacob Jones went down 
In tho North sea In December, 1917, lh« 
victim of a German torpedo. 


Rogers was Iho first Jewell sailor 


to give up his life In the world war 
and few ot the details surrounding hla 
death have ever como to his relatives 
here. Foster, a native of Brooklyn, N. 
Y., was serving as a stoker on the Ill- 
fated destroyer when It wns attacked 
by a German siibmarlno and he
